On January 9, 1980 a petition for a declaratory ruling relative to 
RSA 273-A:ll, II was jointly submitted by the Exeter School Board and the 
Exeter Education Association. 

DECLARATORY RULING 

RSA 273-A:ll, II "A reasonable number of employees who-act as 
representatives of the bargaining unit," (teachers) "shall be given a 
reasonable opportunity to meet . . . ." (mediation and/or fact-finding). 

The Board unanimously reached the decision that the parties to the 
petition must follow their agreed ground rules and that "Four (4) members 
plus one (1) empty chair," or total number of five (5) is a reasonable 
number.
